The Aston Martin DB2-4 coupe now comes equipped with the 
140 bhp, 2922 ce engine, instead of the 2580 ce unit. 
Price has been increased $210. 


The G.P. of Italy, at Monza, was won by Fangio, making it 
four firsts out of five starts for the Mercedes-Benz cars. 


The Alpine Rally outright winner was a bulbous VW-Special 
known as the Denzel. The team award went to the Triumph 
TR-2's and Stirling Moss upheld Sunbeam Alpine prestige 
by making his third successive penalty-free run, finish- 
ing 3rd in his class and 10th overall. 


Detroit Rumors are really flying. Most interesting is the 
report that the "car to watch for" is Packard, not Chrys- 
ler. Packard has two new V-8 engines, said to be of light 
alloy castings and to have hemispherical combustion cham- 
bers. They also have a unique application of torsion bar 
Suspension which is creating a bit of controversy -- one 
engineer said, "I cheerfully predict not everybody will 
follow." Current gossip is that the new Chrysler styl- 
ing will not be up to expectations. On the other hand 
Cadillac looks like the styling sensation of the year with 
entirely new frameless bodies and one four-door model 
with pillar-less construction. 


Chevrolet, with 180 bhp available in kit form, and 162 bhp, 
stock, will give the big 3 something to think about. The 
six will be continued with 130 and 123 bhp. 


Among the Independents, Studebaker is getting a "nose- 
1ift" and will revive the President model as their entry 
in the horsepower race. American Motors will sublimate 
Hudson in favor of Farina, may use the Packard V-8 engine 
in the Ambassador. 


Clay Smith, was killed while standing in the pit area of 
AAA race in Illinois. Respected by everyone in the rac- 
ing fraternity, his loss will be felt for a long time to 
come.

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T VARIOUS times, bits of information and 
A a picture now and then have appeared 
in this magazine on the mysterious Pegaso. 
In this issue two of our readers have unwit- 
tingly teamed-up to supply us with first 
hand information. One wrote the story which 
begins on the next page, the other sent us 
the pictures. The Pegaso story brings forth 
two theorems and a moral. The first theorem 
is that given free reign, any engineering 
team can design and build an automobile 
of advanced design. The second theorem 
has many illustrations in the automotive 
world, and is that development engineering 
(refinement of an existing product) is more 
important than the initial design. There are 
many poorly designed automobiles in pro- 
duction today which give eminently satis- 
factory service. 


The moral is simply that the more ad- 
vanced the design, the longer it takes the 
development engineer to remove the “bugs”. 
The Pegaso is a very advanced design, albeit 
without regard to cost of production, and 
whether the car will prove to be a good 
automobile or a temperamental, unreliable 
rich man’s toy, remains to be seen. It is en- 
couraging to learn that the firm will use the 
same development formula so successfully 
employed by Enzo Ferrari—proven in com- 
petition. 

From Spain, to Italy, to Germany is an 
easy step in this column. The famed Ger- 
man efficiency and reputation for doing 
business intelligently appears to be some- 
what on the wane at this moment. Specific- 
ally, the announcement of the Mercedes SL 
series of sports cars seems to have been very 
premature. A few 300 SL’s may be deliv- 
ered late this year, but the fevered eager- 
ness to buy is now lost, just as happened 
earlier with Austin-Healey. The famous 
German firm is also open to criticism for its 
withdrawal from the 1000 kilometer sports 
car race at the Nurburgring and the Fifth 
Carrera Panamericana event. Apparently 
the G.P. cars are absorbing all the compe- 
tition budget, manpower and facilities, and 
the company’s attitude is that G.P. race vic- 
tories are better prestige-builders than sports 
car victories. This may be true in Europe, 
but is certainly not so in the USA, where 
the bulk of the world sports car market 
lies. 

Fangio has just won the G.P. of Switzer- 
land, making 3 G.P. victories out of 4 en- 
tries for the German firm. I think this is a 
wonderful demonstration of Fangio’s skill, 
Neubauer’s team management, and most of 


all, Daimler-Benz’s technical prowess. I am 


sure that just as in the “depressing thirties”, 
the hard-won knowledge developed from 
G.P. racing experience will be applied to 
passenger car design. But I’m willing to 
bet that less than 25% of the recent USA

purchasers of Mercedes cars (of all types) 
can tell you what G.P. stands for, and what 
the engine size limitation is. The other 75% 
probably think Fangio is a tango-dancer. 
Had my first look at a two-litre Ferrari 
Mondial the other day. Ernie McAfee (West 
Coast Representative) was as proud of it 
as a hen with her first brood. It certainly 
is a purposeful machine, based as it is on 
last year’s Formula II G.P. chassis. One 
disappointment was the rough bodywork— 
something not unusual in Ferrari cars built 
to go, not for show. The Mondial, along 
with Pegaso and even Sports Car Design 
No. 15 (see page 34) has the transmission 
mounted in unit with the differential. This 
is a development that is bound to come—or 
rather to come back, for my family’s first 
car had this feature (a 1917 Interstate). 


Speaking of nothing new under the sun, 
Chrysler has released a most interesting and 
factual report on its dealings with inventors. 
Chrysler receives about 5000 ideas, sugges- 
tions and inventions every year. They say 
that only about one out of every 30,000 
ideas turn out to be both new and usable. I 
certainly believe this. I also believe that a 
very large number of good, patented ideas 
are turned down because the inventor has 
an unrealistic and exaggerated idea of its 
true value. A cigarette snuffer-outer that re- 
tails for $2.00 might cost all of 20 cents to 
manufacture in lots of say a million per 
year. No company is about to pay a 5 cent 
royalty on such an item when their own en- 
gineering department can easily design a 
better snuffer that does not infringe. 


I have personally looked at hundreds of 
revolutionary new inventions. Rotary en- 
gines, cam engines, automatic transmissions, 
hydro-electric drives, etc. These poor devils 
don’t have a chance—they don’t know what 
they are doing, and most of all—remain 
unconvinced when violations of simple fun- 
damentals are explained to them. Trying to 
tell an inventor why his idea is unworkable 
is like trying to change a man’s religion. 
Of course once in every six years (as Chrys- 
ler says) someone comes up with a good 
one! 


Sports car races for cash prizes are not 
going to do the sports car movement any 
good at all, for two good reasons. One is 
that driver rivalry becomes too intense to 
maintain good sportsmanship, the other is 
that such competition will inevitably result 
in stripped two-seater racing machines which 
will no longer be sports cars. However, a 
12 hour mixed-go at Linden, N.J. did pro- 
duce some interesting results. The first 4 
places were taken by Jaguars. Fifth was a 
Ford Zephyr, 6th and 7th were Jaguars. 
The best-placed American car was a Ply- 
mouth—th! Perhaps one mistake we sports 
car advocates are making is in not allowing 
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American sedans to run in at least one event 
on the program. I think a mixed race would 
be an eye-opener to both camps. A skilled 
driver can put an American sedan around a 
corner a lot faster than most sports car own- 
ers, generally, believe possible. A mixed- 
race, sports vs sedans, should make allow- 
ances for the extra “iron”, say for example 
allow the American sedan to carry an extra 
litre above the normal F.I.A. classes. This 
would be tough on the 3% litre Jaguar in 
Class C (3 to 5 litres), but even then the 
just over 5 litre cars (Hornet, Century, 
Cadillac, Olds, end Lincoln) will get whipped 
on most circuits. The under 3 litre class 
production sports cars might find a Ford or 
a Dodge V8 of just under 4 litres a fairly 
tough proposition. Any club interested? 

The Los Angeles Ad Club recently put on 
a sports car day for the benefit and amaze- 
ment of their members. The event was a 
big success in every way and I enjoyed be- 
ing a guest. What I didn’t enjoy was the 
amount of mis-information about cars in 
general and sports cars in particular, which 
emanated from the guest speaker’s table at 
various times. 

One shattering statement was that 75% 
of all the sports cars in the USA are in 
California. With somewhat more basis than 
R & T sales figures to use as a guide, we 
believe that the true figure is substantially 
under 30%. The Ad Clubbers were advised 
to sell sports cars on their utility value! 
Now any automobile of any type that will 
run has utility value. It is also recognized 
that six-passenger cars are, in general, some- 
what ridiculous on the score of surveys which 
show that well under 2 persons is the aver- 
age usage. But to sell sports cars on their 
utility value is like trying to sell a food 
product by stressing its ability to provide 
nourishment. 

Why do people buy sports cars? We like 
to think sports car buyers are opinion lead- 
ers, people who are intelligent enough to 
laugh at, yet appreciate, a recent auto ad 
line which begins “You know so much about 
its owner’. We find that sports car buyers 
know quite a bit more about automobiles 
than the average man and their automotive 
opinions are respected by their friends, 
neighbors and business associates. We be- 
lieve that sports cars are here to stay and 
will continue to be a definite part of the 
personal transportation picture. “You know 
a sports car owner knows so much about 
cars.” 


Facel Metallon in Paris have just an- 
nounced a new car—the Vega. Its a good- 
looking coupe on a tubular chassis, powered 
by a 4.8 litre DeSoto V8, backed by an 
honest four-speed manual-shifted transmis- 
sion. More news on this next month if we 
get the pictures in time. For other news 
from France, see Page 30.

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The Pegaso Factory

HEN sports car enthusiasts learned in 

late 1951 that Spain was about to 
introduce a very advanced machine to the 
international market, there was immediate 
speculation as to its potentialities, its future 
and to the motives, facilities and personali- 
ties responsible. The first question was soon 
clarified by the cars’ appearance at the Paris 
Salon but the eagerly awaited entrance of 
the Pegaso in international competition has 
been delayed so often that many of us in 
the United States have, to a great extent, 
lost interest and assume that whatever small 
group in Spain is building the car may have 
lost interest as well. This spring a few weeks 
before Le Mans I had a unique opportunity 
to see the whole Pegaso operation in detail 
and to learn the story of the project’s past 
and future and found that any suggestion 
of the Pegaso enterprise’s lack of vigor could 
not be further from the truth. 


Few people here know that the Pegasus 
trademark of the E.N.A.S.A. state-owned 
auto company is on virtually all the trucks 
and buses of Spain and that these expensive, 
largely diesel machines are of such advanced 
design that they are in great demand in 
other European countries as well. The firm 
has, in fact, done so well financially that by 
next year all the series-built chassis, includ- 
ing the motor car and aircraft engine divi- 
sions, will be constructed in a brand new, 
ultra-modern plant adjoining the Madrid 
airport, leaving only certain extra-large, spe- 
cial-purpose trucks and military conveyances 
to be built in the old crowded Hispano Suiza 
ant in Barcelona, which E.N.A.S.A. took 
over some years ago on the demise of that

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famous tri-nationalitied enterprise. 

The new Nacional firm has an even more 
important function than producing the heavy 
transportation for this poor and under-de- 
veloped country. It was planned as the nu- 
cleus from which all of Spain’s precision 
machinery industry was to grow and for that 
reason is not only factory but school as well 
for both technicians and machine-tool work- 
men, as well as an unofficial standards in- 
stitute setting the methods, tolerances, metal- 
lurgical specifications, etc., which subsequent 
enterprises will follow. Already this activity 
is showing results; it was a source of Na- 
cional personnel who formed the nucleus 
last year of a Spanish-licensed FIAT plant 
called SEAB, which started assembling 
1100’s from Italian parts and is now making 
over 75% of that highly successful, low- 
priced car in Spain. 

Senor Wilfredo P. Ricart, managing di- 
rector and technical chief of the organiza- 
tion along with his son, Sefor Ricart Jr., is 
the man principally responsible for the firm’s 
decision to go into the private car field. 
This was largely an extension of the reason- 
ing behind the whole E.N.A.S.A. undertak- 
ing—by building a fussy, high-precision ma- 
chine like their sports car and holding the 
necessary tolerances in limited production, 
more and more people will become trained 
in this type of highly skilled work at a cost 
largely defrayed by the relatively high prices 
that enthusiasts will pay for a really superior 
automobile. Senor Ricart is well qualified 
for such a task, being widely known for his 
design work at Alfa Romeo in the late °30's 
and at the now defunct Spanish Pescara 
Company before that.

THE FLYING HORSES OF BARCELONA 


My first intimate contact with the Pegaso 
came in Madrid where I had the opportun- 
ity of meeting Senor Leopoldo Villamil of 
the well known Spanish silver family and a 
number of his fellow members of the Madrid 
Automobile Club. Senor Villamil has a su- 
perleggera coupe by Touring of Milan 
(there is at least one identical one in the 
club, and at one time I saw three works- 
bodied examples parked in front of their 
building!) His particular car is fitted with 
four dual down-draft carburetors and he has 
raced it successfully in the tour of Iberia 
and other events. He emphasized to me that 
while the club has successfully petitioned 
the government to relax its rigid import 
ban and allow some of the racing members 
to purchase foreign cars for competition (a 
tremendous financial advantage), he had 
turned down his chance and instead bought 
the freely available but very expensive Pe- 
gaso which he sincerely believes to be the 
finest designed and best constructed car on 
the road at any price! I soon learned that 
Senor Villamil really believed in utilizing 
the Pegaso’s strength of construction to the 
utmost. Senor Ricart Jr. later told me dryly 
that the firm believed having Villamil own 
their car was an honor indeed but also was 
as rugged a test as it could get. The car 
is amazing, particularly the transmission of 
a unique constant-mesh design, but my con- 
ductor’s full-throttle clutchless shifts from 
3rd to 4th to 5th with the tach needle 
bouncing off the 8000 rpm pin really made 
me wince. “Can’t break it!” he shouted 
gleefully as we dodged through the bicy- 
clists and baby carriages of the public park 


the club members favor for their fast test- 
ing—over a hundred miles an hour uphill 
on the pave with brakes alternately squeal- 
ing, horn blaring and the rear-mounted trans- 
mission grunting an obligato to the four- 
cam engine’s screech. Bull fighting is clear- 
ly for sissies! 

My own impressions on driving the car 
were enthusiastically favorable but not quite 
as lyric as the good Senor’s. I found the 
low-end torque disappointing (the engine 
wasn’t running just right, it’s true, but even 
so—) and it didn’t seem to have the instant 
response to the controls that I remember in 
the 2.5 Ferrari coupe, an obvious standard 
of comparison. The cornering on rough sur- 
faces, though, was close to unbelievable and 
was, I think, the car’s most outstanding fea- 
ture. On a perfectly smooth course like 
Le Mans, I believe my Austin-Healey could 
get around a bend every bit as fast but on 
the Spanish corduroy that I had skipped and 
skittered on for 300 miles down to Madrid 
in the Healey, the Pegaso was a thing apart. 

The thoroughly - drilled- out alfin - drum 
brakes are superb. They employ two master 
cylinders joined by a linkage, operating the 
front and rear brakes independently so a 
line break or fluid leak still leaves one pair 
operating. Other unique chassis features of 
which I was unaware include a constant- 
flow recirculating fuel system to insure un- 
changing fuel pressure and a special self- 
cleaning oil filter connected to the clutch 
so that every time it is depressed the filter 
shakes its burden of dirt into a cleanout

plug. Also the dry sump lubrication system 
employs for its sump a full-width oil cooler 
mounted with, and a part of, the oil radiator 
itself. 

I did not realize just how simple and 
unique is the torsion bar front suspension. 
The torsion bars are simply 18” extensions 
of the two horizontal bolts that pivot the 
lower A-frame to the chassis. The front one 
goes forward and connects to the car frame 
and the rear one aft—a big, vertical damper 
and that’s it! The rear suspension of course, 
is deDion but reversed, with the radius rods 
going back and meeting at a common ball 
pivot at the rear-most point of the car's cen- 
ter line—the deDion tube going in front of 


the swing axles with a dip in it to fit over 
the rear-mounted transmission. To top 
things off, the differential is the fabulous 
ZF limited-slip type used on German pre- 
war G.P. cars and made under license by 
Pegaso (who also makes such other unlikely 
parts of the car as springs, brake shoes, 
shocks, steering wheels, even bolts and nuts). 
Spain simply has no supporting industry. 
In Barcelona, Senor Ricart Jr. was ex- 
tremely kind and spared no effort to show 
me the whole factory operation. The preci- 
sion tooling was truly impressive and the 
number of control laboratories: exceeded any- 
thing I have seen outside Germany or Swit- 
zerland. There were about 35 cars in the

plant, six or eight in for service and the 
rest under construction except for two or 
three discarded test cars. Those included a 
sort of catamaran record car which ran at 
Jabbecke (the aluminum skin of which is 
so thin that I thought it had been rolled 
over because of the body denting from me- 
chanics and technicians leaning on it!). 

Of the cars a-building, all but two were 
clearly to customer order, about 1/3 with 
the rather squarish but quite attractive 
“works” body and the rest with Italian and 
French carrosserie. It is rumored that 
“Touring”, who makes a large proportion, 
is negotiating with E.N.A-S.A. right now to 
set up a branch in Spain to use the low- 
cost skilled labor available there. 

The remaining two cars were of particu- 
lar interest. The first was specifically de- 
signed for road racing and in fact was to 
be entered in the international airport race 
in Madrid. It is the normal Pegaso chassis 
with a special two-stage supercharged en- 
gine of 3.2-litre capacity which developed 
over 260 BHP on pump fuel in dynamometer 
tests. A slightly stronger clutch is also 
fitted and a very lightweight body of a gen- 
eral design reminiscent of the C-4 Cunning-

otH MG and Austin Healey were out on 
B the salt flats, a few weeks ago, and both 
makes succeeded in setting up many new 
records. Even more interesting is the news 
that both companies were running cars de- 
scribed as “experimental prototypes.” 

Donald Healey brought two cars, one a 
much modified streamliner which covered the 
measured mile at a two-way average of 
192.62 mph. The same car also averaged 
181.0 mph for 10 miles and 156.7 mph for 
one hour. These speeds constitute new 
records for class C sports cars, for the en- 
gine was supercharged, with an output re- 
ported to be well over 200 bhp. The second 
Austin Healey was the new “Hundred S” 
special competition model, to be announced 
at the fourthcoming London Show. Prelimi- 
nary details include a 130 bhp engine, an oil 
cooler, a four speed box and disc brakes. 
The “Hundred S” averaged 132.2 mph for 24 
hrs., a new Class D record (2 to 3 litres, un-

Healey drivers included Mr. Donald Hea- 
ley, George Eyston, M. M. Goodall, Roy 
Jackson-Moore, and American Carrol Shelby. 


Experimental MG No. EX-179, is a com- 
pletely new machine, although it closely re- 
sembles old EX-127 which has been retired. 
The new streamliner came to the flats with 
two purposes in mind; to assault both “sprint 
and duration” records using unblown Class 
F engines (1.1 to 1.5 litres). Utilizing the 
“sprint” engine, Captain George Eyston cov- 
ered ten circumferential miles at an average 


speed of 153.69 mph. 


With the less highly-tuned “duration” en- 
gine installed, Captain Eyston, ably assisted 
by Ken Miles, took 3-hour turns at the 
wheel and completed six hours at 121.63 
mph, twelve hours at 120.87 mph. These are 
new American records (flying start) and ex- 
ceed previous records by 15 mph. New Inter-

national records (standing start) were also 
set; 12 hours for example, was covered at an 
average speed of 120.74 mph. 

MG factory representatives on hand for 
the run were R. R. (Jacko) Jackson of the 
engineering department and Alec Hounslow, 
racing department. Three pit stops were 
made during the 12 hour record run, con- 
suming a total of 5 mins., 8.5 secs. There 
were no tire or spark plug changes in the 
12 hours. 

Ken Miles reports that the driver changes 
were most interesting. Each time the car 
stopped a long mat was unrolled, the fresh 
driver was carefully de-salted with a whisk- 
broom and entered the car via the welcome 
mat. It seems that the tiniest speck of salt 
can cause considerable discomfort to the 
eyes and such precautions were absolutely 
necessary.

Supercharged Sedan 


LTHOUGCH the Hillman Minx is one of the 
most popular family type imports in 
this country, we have not driven or tested 
one since our April 1952 issue. Bill Corey, 
who writes our Tune-Up Clinic each month, 
approached us to road test his new Hillman 
Minx. Frankly we were a trifle cool towards 
embarking on such a long and tedious pro- 
ject until he explained that he was going to 
put a supercharger on it and let us retest the 
car. That was different, for a car of this type 
responds exceptionally well to supercharging. 
Accordingly we tested the car and found 
that although now slightly heavier due to a 
larger trunk, undercoating, radio, heater, etc.., 
the performance was substantially equal to 
our 1952 test results. Several weeks later, we 
went out with the same car, now completely 
transformed by the addition of a Corey-Ar- 
nott positive displacement supercharger. Bill 
had spent considerable time tuning the car 
to perfection, and he can hardly be called 
gentle when it comes to getting performance 
figures; but make no mistake, the car is now 
a lively performer. One glance at the accel- 
eration chart (lower right) shows the spread 
between stock and supecharged. 

Our figures show that acceleration through 
the gears, from zero to 60 mph dropped from 
40.0 to 20.2 seconds! Timed top speed went 
up from 73 to 80 mph. Bear in mind that 
the shift points and top speed all correspond 
to 5600 rpm, at which point the Hillman 
valve springs become inadequate and the 
tappets no longer follow the cam profile. 
No doubt this characteristic has been sup- 
plied with intent to conserve, but the super- 
charged Hillman would show even more per- 


formance improvement if heavier valve 


springs were added. Nevertheless, the im- 
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provement extends also to better low speed 
running, a fact which is instantly noticeable 
after driving the car even a few blocks. Dur- 
ing the performance tests we almost over- 
looked the odd spacing of Ist and 2nd gears. 
At first we used all four speeds for zero to 
60 and for the standing %4 mile. Then we 
tried starting in second, which is rather close 
to first, for American-style 3-speed driving. 
By eliminating all use of first gear we got 
better acceleration times, as 


onds better in the upper speed ranges. This 


proves, again, that positive displacement 
blowers give better torque at low speeds, as 


verified by our tabulation of Tapley readings 
which averaged about 22% better than those 
obtained with the same car in stock for

Hop-up advocates and practitioners have 
become educated and acclimated to erratic 
low-speed running with more use of the 
gears to get better performance. A super- 
charged engine is just the opposite. This car 
runs and drives just like a multi-cubic-inch 
American machine. There is no noise, no 
centrifugal-type whistle, no roots-type scream. 
The sturdy little Hillman powerplant is built 
te take it, yet the supercharger actually 
makes life easier for the engine because it 
is no longer necessary to maintain high revo- 
lution rates to keep up with traffic. 

The car was tuned on a chassis dyno and 
showed 26 peak bhp at 3200 rpm before, 
31.4 bhp at the same speed after super- 
charging, a gain of 21%. But, from 4000 to 
4500 rpm the supercharged engine went on 
up to 38 bhp, whereas the stock test dropped 
to 22 bhp at 4000 rpm. The performance data

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VER since our very first issue of June 1947, 
E the bulk of our correspondence has been 
from readers who want more performance 
from their cars. Many letters pose this ques- 
tion—‘shall I hop-up the engine, or super- 
charge?” 

Although recommendations may vary with 
the circumstances, we have always felt that 
a positive displacement supercharger is a 
much better all-around answer to the prob- 
lem. A supercharger of this type increases 
power and torque at all speeds, whereas 
normal hop-up procedures or constant-ratio 
centrifugal supercharger rs have 
effect at low engine speeds.

with more miles, the car should certainly be 
capable of a solid 90 mph. 

What does one lose with supercharging? 
Despite some very harsh treatment, the Jud- 


son MG displayed no vices. It did not knock, 
there was no sign of overheating. Once, after 
several wide open starts through the gears 


in quick succession there was just a hint 
that the clutch was slipping, but even cor = 
tition driving would be less severe than thes 
tests. 

Fuel consumption? Driven gently the car 
achieves better mileage than stock. Driven 
somewhat briskly, the average driver can ex- 
pect a 10% drop below stock. Driven very 
hard the consumption drops in exact pro- 
portion to the greater horsepower being 
used. The MG has never been a gasoline 
miser and shouldn’t be purchased with that 
in mind. 

Reliability? We see no reason why there 
should be any added maintenance costs, or 
shorter engine life, from using a moderate 
boost (6 psi). We examined a disassembled 
Judson unit and found the design to be 
simple, the sew excellent. The com- 
pany has a good reputation and have made 
improvements frem time to time which re- 
flect a progressive attitude. Furthermore the 
Judson claim of 31% more peak bhp appears 
reasonable and conservative.

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URRENTLY there is much criticism of mod- 
a ern American “dream cars” on the 
score that many of them are obviously space- 
ships on wheels. We cannot help but agree 
that an honest automobile should not look 
like a “jet,” yet the fact remains that his- 
tory is once again repeating itself. 

Consider this 1922 Isotta Fraschini. Then, 
as now, a few extreme automobile bodies 
were built and some eccentrics would buy 
them. This body by Castagna seems to have 
been influenced by marine engineering, or 
perhaps its designer was frightened by a 
boat ride while young and impressionable. 
The Isotta is owned by the “Kings of the 
Road Car Museum” at Cucamonga, Calif., 
an unusual enterprise of Mr. Purcell Ingram 
whose hobby is searching out fine old classic 
cars and giving them a home where the 
public can view them. 

The Italian firm of Societa Milanese 
d’Automobili Isotta Fraschini was formed in 
1899 by Oresti Fraschini and Cesare Isotta. 
Early cars were large six cylinder machines 
and the 1910 models had four wheel brakes 
—definitely the first production cars to be 
so equipped. The firm also preceded Duesen- 
berg with the first straight eight passenger 
car—in 1920. 

The eight-in-line engine had a bore of 3.35 
inches, a stroke of 5.12 inches, giving a pis- 
ton swept volume of 360 cu in. (5.9 litres). 
There were overhead valves operated by 
pushrods, 9 main bearings, tubular connect- 
ing rods and a Bosch magneto. Like Bugatti,

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they used a “4-4” crankshaft—in effect two 
four-cylinder engines bolted together, where- 
as later, more skilled analysis proved that a 
2-4-2 crankshaft arrangement was much bet- 
ter. With a single carburetor the output was 
80 bhp at 2200 rpm. 

In 1925 the “Tipo 8” was superceded by 
the Tipo 8A, having a bore increase of 10 
mm, and bringing the displacement up by 
25%, to 7372 cc. The 8A series engines were 
available in various stages of “tune,” the 
most powerful being 135 bhp and claimed 
to be capable of 100 mph. 

However it was the 1923 Tipo 8 which was 
the sensation of the Society of Automotive 
Engineers’ annual meeting, that year. Four 
wheel brakes were about to sweep the in- 
dustry and most of the engineers at that 
meeting got their first demonstration of what 
brakes could be, from the Isotta. Those 
brakes were servo-assisted, too, a design 
which probably was influenced by the 1919 
Hispano-Suiza which pioneered mechanical 
brake boosters. 

Wheelbase of the Tipo 8 was 145 inches, 
tread was 58 inches, the chassis weight was 
3475 lbs, and the cost was about $6500. All 
bodies were of course custom built and were 
available “at extra cost!” 

Ken Purdy, in “Kings of the Road” says 
over 500 I-F’s were sold in the USA. Per- 
haps a few of these may still be found, rust- 
ing-away in some forgotten corner, waiting 
to be discovered and restored by some avid 
car bug. ch

Start to 


British Grand Prix 


T A MOMENT when the auto-racing world 
A was still catching its breath from the 
awesome Mercedes-Benz victory at Rheims, 
the ninth British Grand Prix took place at 
Silverstone and brought a hard second look 
at the seemingly invincible German cars. It 
soon became apparent even during practice 
that their streamlined, enclosed bodies were 
of no advantage on the Silverstone track with 
its many twists and lack of high-speed 
straightaways. Ferraris won the day, plac- 
ing first and second, and the superiority of 
the Italian cars in a race where maneuver- 
ability and precise control counted for the 
most, was proved beyond question. In the 
light of events to come and the fact that 
the Germans were fully aware of the unsuit- 
ability of the “closed” version of their car 
for Silverstone, Ferrari’s victory could hardly 
be called overwhelming revenge, but it was 
a fine performance, nonetheless, and deserv- 
ing of the highest credit. 
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The Race. British weather, not to be out- 
done by the squalls at Le Mans, turned up 
with its ugliest face for Race Day. Rain 
came; not in torrents to wash the track 
clean, but in gusty flurries to leave the pave- 
ment greasy and plague the drivers with fine 
spray. In spite of the weather, more than 
90,000 spectators were on hand to witness 
the year’s high point in British racing. 

In the starting line-up, Fangio held a lead 
position with his Mercedes, having accom- 
plished the fastest practice lap (1 min. 45 
secs), and was flanked by Gonzales and 
Hawthorn, both in Ferraris, and Moss in 
a Maserati. Behind the leaders came Behra 
(Gordini), Kling (Mercedes), and Salvatori 
(Maserati); then followed Trintignant (Fer- 
rari), Wharton (Maserati), Bira (Maserati) 
and a field totaling 30 cars of which only 15 
were to finish. The Maseratis of Ascari, Vil- 
loresi, and Marimon arrived late and were 
placed at the rear of the starting grid. 


As the starting flag snapped down, Gon- 
zales detached his Ferrari from the pack 
and moved at once into the lead. It was an 
unhappy omen for the rest, because he was 
able to hold his position for the entire 90- 
lap race. At the end of the first lap around 
the three-mile course, the Argentinian was 
followed by Hawthorn and Fangio, strug- 
gling for second position, then Moss, Behra, 
Marimon (up through the field from next- 
to-last), Kling, Trintignant and the others. 
The first casualties were not long in appear- 
ing; Whitehead (Cooper-Alta) and Rosier 
(Ferrari) were out by the fourth lap. On 
the fifth, Fangio succeeded in wrenching 
second position from Hawthorn, and con- 
centrated his efforts on overtaking Gonzales, 
leaving the third position closely contested 
by Hawthorn, Moss, and Behra’s Gordini. 
While Gonzales circled the course driving 
in a relatively relaxed and easy style, Fan- 
gio was forced to use the ultimate resources

of his great skill in handling the unwieldy 
silver car. The pylons marking corners of 
the circuit proved a menace to Fangio, who, 
unable to judge precisely the placement of 
his enclosed front wheels, suffered crumpled 
sheet metal on both sides of the Mercedes. 

Just after the 20th lap, with the leading 
positions still unchanged, Ascari’s Maserati 
went out with a dropped valve and Villoresi’ 
car was turned over to the former World’ 
Champion, who, driving relentlessly, passed 
Trintignant for seventh place but retired for 
good in the 40th lap minus oil pressure. 

By the 50th lap, gear trouble was added 
to Fangio’s other problems, and as the Mer- 
cedes began to lag, first Moss and then Haw- 
thorn passed. Marimon’s Maserati crept to

within 32 sec. of the German car in lap 65, 
and although Fangio was able to hold of 
his protégé for awhile, Marimon passed into 
fourth position on lap 78. 

At this point, young Moss, Britain’s favor- 
ite driver and Grand Prix hope, suffered a 
broken drive-shaft in his Maserati and was 
forced to retire in the 80th lap only 18 
seconds behind the leader, Gonzales. This 
unfortunate event moved Hawthorn into sec- 
ond position followed by Marimon, Fangio, 
Trintignant and Mieres (Maserati), and 
these positions were held to the finish. 

Gonzales’ winning time was 2 hrs 56 min. 
14 secs for an average speed of 89.69 mph. 
Compare this to Fangio’s winning time in 
the Mercedes at Rheims (115.98 mph) and

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the difference in the courses becomes ap- 
parent. The open-wheeled version of the 
Mercedes car was made ready in time for 
the Grand Prix of Europe at Nurburgring, 
and has succeeded, both there and more re- 
cently at Berne, in justifying the fondest 
hopes of Daimler-Benz. It is to the credit 
of the German factory that once having ac- 
cepted the invitation to Silverstone, they 
followed through and raced their poorly- 
suited cars while fully aware of their short- 
comings. This behavior is in direct contrast 
to the current trend, both in Sports Car Rac- 
ing as well as Grand Prix, that “if you 
haven't got a winning car ready, withdraw!” 


The Grand Prix event was bracketed by 
two sports car races and a 500 cc event. 

The first race, 17 laps for cars up to 1500 
cc, started at 10:30 in the morning, and was 
interesting chiefly as a contest between the 
Lotus cars, so successful in recent British 
encounters, and the German Porsches, equal- 
ly successful on the Continent. This time 
the Lotuses were victorious, taking first 
(Chapman) and second (Gammon), and 
leaving third to Herrmann’s Porsche. 

In the second sports car race, for cars 
over 1500 cc, Aston-Martins swept the first 
three places (Collins, Salvatori, and the 
American. driver, Carol Shelby), followed by 
Parnell’s 414 litre Lagonda and the Lister- 
Bristol of Scott-Brown. 

Stirling Moss navigated (almost literally, 
in the downpour) his Cooper-Norton to a 
runaway victory in the 500 cc race, which 
brought to a watery close the day’s events. @ 
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G.P. course measures 2.93 miles per lap. 
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ct has FASCINATING battle between the time- 
tested Italian Ferraris and the new Ger- 
man Mercedes-Benz Grand Prix cars, first 
introduced at Rheims in July, continued into 
its third stage at the mountain circuit of 
Nurburgring. 

Although Mercedes won, breaking the one- 
apiece tie of Rheims and Silverstone, the 
driver situation was such that nothing was 
really settled conclusively. Marimon’s unforu- 
nate death during practice so upset his 
countryman, Gonzales, that the latter drove 
far off his form and was actually replaced 
by Hawthorn after 16 laps. Also in deference 
to the tragedy, Maserati withdrew their 
works entry to have been driven by Villo- 
resi, and neither Ascari nor Farina (1953 
winner) were on hand to compete. 

Mercedes entered four cars. One, the en- 
closed streamliner used previously, was driv- 
en by Herrmann; the other three were new 
and of a more conventional body design 
with exposed wheels, somewhat resembling 
the BRM, and were driven by Fangio, Kling 
and Lang. The two English drivers, Moss 
and Hawthorn, were at the wheels of a 
Maserati and Ferrari, respectively, and the 
field included Gonzales (Ferrari), Trintig- 
nant (Ferrari), (Taruffi (Ferrari), Behra 
(Gordini), Schell (Maserati) and others 
totaling 20 starters. 

The mountainous, wooded circuit of Nur- 
burgring is 14.17 miles per lap, and the 
road rises and drops 1400 ft. There are 
roughly 175 turns, almost equally divided to 
the right and left, and the race consists of 
22 laps, or 312 miles, During the three prac- 
tice days, the concensus was that, given 
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drivers of equal capabilities, the Ferraris on 
this course would be the equal of the Mer- 
cedes, in spite of the fact that Fangio’s car 
produced the fastest practice lap. 

The Race. At the start Gonzales and Fan- 
gio got away brilliantly with the German car 
slightly ahead, but the Ferrari slipped past 
and led most of the way around the first lap. 
Entering the final straight, however, the Mer- 
cedes regained the lead, and the second lap 
began with Moss third, followed by Lang, 
Herrman and Hawthorn. Moss, haunted by 
his recent ill luck, went out in the second 
lap with mechanical trouble. Lang, display- 
ing much of his pre-war talent, moved past 
Gonzales into second place on the fifth lap, 
and Hawthorn was forced out with engine 
failure. Soon the three Mercedes of Fangio, 
Lang and Kling were out in front, leaving 
Gonzales in fourth position and Trintignant 


fifth. 

Kling, by the llth lap, was pressing his 
second-place teammate so hard that Lang 
spun out on a corner and was unable to re- 
start. Paying little heed to his pit signals, 
Kling continued on as if possessed, turning 
in the fastest lap of the day (9:55.1, or 85.75 
mph) and, in lap 14, actually took the lead 
from Fangio. The dubious effort cost Kling 
a pit stop in the 15th for a rear-suspension 
repair job and fuel. 

Hawthorn had taken over Gonzales’ Fer- 
rari and with 454 minutes separating him 
from the leaders, began to close the gap, 
lapping the circuit just under the day’s 
record and taking second place from Kling 
still in the pits. Trintignant also passed 
Kling on lap 20, and the cars continued to 


the finish in that order—Fangio, Hawthorn, 
Trintignant and Kling—with Mantovani’s 
Maserati fifth, Taruff’s Ferrari sixth, fol- 
lowed by Schell, Rosier (Ferrari), Manzon 
(Ferrari), and Behra (Gordini). The time 
of the winning Mercedes was 3 hrs 45 mins. 
45.8 secs for an average speed of 82.77 mph. 

With the fast courses of Monza and Barce- 
lona still to come, Daimler-Benz can look 
ahead with confidence. If the Grand Prix 
of Europe proved anything, it served to re- 
confirm the fact that for slower courses, the 
open-version Mercedes has the advantage 
over the closed streamliner. Farina will prob- 
ably be back with Ferrari soon, so as far as 
The Conflict is concerned, the battle is still 
“well met”! 


The 1%4-litre Sports Car Race consisted of 
seven laps on the Nurburgring circuit and 
offered the Porsche clan, recently humbled 
by Lotus at Silverstone, a chance to regain 
their prestige on home ground. This they pro- 
ceeded to do convincingly, with Herrmann 
turning in a winning time of lhr 18min 
0.5secs at an average speed of 76.37 followed 
by Porsches in the next three places and a 
Borgward in fifth. It is interesting to note 
that, although the sports cars traveled only 
one. third the distance of the Grand Prix 
cars, Herrmann’s Porsche averaged only six 
mph slower than Fangio’s Mercedes. 

The day before the Grand Prix, a young 
American serviceman, Daniel Fowler, serving 
with the U.S. Army in Germany, drove his 
Triumph TR-2 to victory in the Production 
Sports Car Race over stiff competition from 
a field of Porsches. Ss 
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Hawthorn took over Gonzales’ Ferrari, finished 2nd. 
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on the tortuous Nurburgring circuit. 
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Neubauer retires Herrmann’s streamlined Merc.

The circuit of Nurburgring is a roller- 
coaster road that demands the utmost of 
driver and car. At one point a steep down- 
grade sweeps into the Wehrseifen curve, and 
it was here, during practice for the Grand 
Prix of Europe, that Onofre Marimon, a na- 
tive of Argentina and one of the world’s 
most promising younger drivers, was killed 
while attempfing to better his qualifying 
time. 

His Maserati’s speed down the hill was 
so great that he was unable to negotiate the 
turn. The Italian car left the road, crashed 
into a ditch, sheared off a tree, and ended 
upside down, wheels spinning in the air. 
Rescue crews quickly righted the car, but the 
steering column had punctured Marimon’s 
chest, and he died a few moments later. 

Thus ended the career of a man to whom 
automobile racing was the prime force in

life. His father was one of Argentina’s top 
sports car drivers, and Onofre, born in 1923, 
was raised in the tradition of the track. He 
became a faithful admirer and talented pu- 
pil of Juan Manuel Fangio, who coached 
him to success in Argentina, then, in 195], 
took him abroad, where Marimon tried his 
wheels at Modena, Rheims, and Le Mans. In 
1923 he joined, with his master, the Scud- 
eria Maserati, and took a second at Spa. 

This year, when -Fangio changed to Mer- 
cedes, Marimon became leader of the Mase- 
rati team and drove against his teacher for 
the first time at Rheims but was forced out 
with mechanical trouble. Shortly after, at 
Silverstone, however, he took third to Fan- 
gio’s fourth, adding to his Grand Prix sta- 
ture and to his European popularity. 

His absence on the Grand Prix circuits 
will be missed by driver and spectator alike. 
—Michele Vernola.

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ously contested by Ray Hansen in his °32 
Ford Special. Hensen’s skillful driving had 
finally placed him right on the Ferrari's tail 
and that’s where he stayed lap afterlap. Ed- 
wards was hitting speeds of 135 miles per 
hour on the straights attempting to lose him 
but with little success. On lap number nine- 
teen the Special passed the Ferrari through 
the S curves, but upon entering the next 
curve Hansen’s speed was too great as he 
fought desperately to hold number one spot, 
causing the Special to break loose. Three hay 
bales were scattered to the four winds as he 
left the course with sufficient damage to the 
car to call for a permanent retirement from 
the race. Edwards brought the Ferrari in on 


the 24th lap, winning the race with a good

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E SUMMER OF 1954 has produced in the 

U.S. some exciting sports car racing 
events which have served to add skill and 
experience to the ever-increasing number of 
novice drivers and further laurels to the 
experts. The flat turns and broad straight- 
aways of the Air Force Base courses are not, 
perhaps, as desirable as a true road circuit, 
but the enthusiastic spectator attendance at 
these events is a strong indication of the 
public’s growing interest in sports car com- 
petition. 

The five races at Lockbourne AFB, Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, on August 8th, provided an ex- 
cellent example of planning, organization, 
sensible crowd control, and—most of all— 
some pulse-quickening performances on the 
track. Ominously cloudy skies failed to deter 
more than 60,000 from being on hand for the 
day's events. 

First Race: The Skyhawker 50—49.4 miles 
—14 laps. A record entry of 78 cars lined 
up for this race. Art Bunker led the pack 
during the first 3 laps pushing his Porsche 
to the limit as Rees Makins, who drove in 
3rd position on the last lap, kept closing in 
steadily. On the 4th lap, Makin’s OSCA 
took the lead never again to be challenged as 
he finished almost a minute-and-a-half ahead 
of Bunker. John Bentley drove his Siata to 
3rd overall and Ist in class. 

Second Race: Ohio Valley Cup—74.1 miles 
—21 laps. A zoo full of Jaguars (22 cars) 
got the reinforcement of 17 Austin-Healeys 
and 5 Triumph TR-2’s for this event. Char- 
lie Wallace’s Jaguar jumped to the lead on 
the first lap and the common bond between 
Jack Manting and Loyal Katskee, who passed 
each other three times, was “let’s catch Wal-

lace!” Though Manting’s Jaguar wes creep- 
ing up consistently, Wallace took the win- 
ning flag with a lead of 10 seconds. Katskee, 
also in a Jaguar, was third but almost a full 
minute behind Manting. 

Third Race: The Scioto 50—99.4 miles— 
14 laps. Jim Simpson, pessing through the 
trap at 125 mph., was top man im bis OSCA. 
Taking the lead from the start, be stayed 
ahead all the way. 

Fourth Race: The Lockbourne. Trophy— 
49.4 miles—14 laps. 14 Porsches led the pe- 
rade followed by an army of 37 MGs As 
they rolled away from the starting lime down 
the first S turn, it gave the impression, look- 
ing down from one of the communication 
towers, of watching a division of ants im 
vading the track. Dr. Richard Thompson. 
driving with top up in his Porsche comvert- 
ible, was the first around the track. Warren 
Steele and Evans Hunt kept their Porsches 
close behind. Bob Fergus, of Columbus, 
went around with his MG-TC in 9th position. 
On the 10th lap, it was Thompson and Steele 
leading with Fergus in 5th place. Dr. Thomp- 
son, doing a precise job of cornering and 
taking advantage of his three-figure top 
speed in the straightaways, crossed the finish 
line several seconds ahead of Steele's Por- 
sche. Art Bunker took 3rd place. 

Fifth Race: The Buckeye Cup—150 miles 
—42 laps. The heavier cars took over in the 
final race of the day, and Jim Kimberly add- 
ed another victory to his astonishing string 
of successes with the red 4.5 Ferrari. His 
first place was strongly challenged during 
the race by Phil Walters in the Ferrari- 
Cunningham which ran unsuccessfully at 
Le Mans in June.

On the first S turn, right after the start, 
Phil Walters suffered a side brush from an- 
other car that spun in front of him. Kim- 
berly and Walters took to the escape road 
and lost valuable seconds. In the meantime, 
Eddie Lunken had taken the lead in his 4.1 
Ferrari, going through the trap at 140 mph. 
Loyal Katskee in his C Jag, Briggs Cunning- 
ham and Sherwood Johnson in their Le 
Mans Cunninghams were in hot pursuit. 

Kimberly, back in business, was burning up 
the track trying to make up for lost time. 
Phil Walters was keeping up very well until 
forced into the pit for a quick repair of his 
damaged fender which was threatening to 
impair his front tire. Soon he was back in 
competition again pushing his car to the 
lnmit, but he was black-flagged and given a 
penalty of 30 seconds. Walters in the heat 
of the battle, had forgotten to drive through 
the channel toward the starter and had 
flashed his way between two markers to re- 
enter the track. 

While all this was happening, on the 6th 
lap, the grandstand came to its feet to cheer 
as Kimberly's Ferrari took the lead and 
started to increase the gap. Before long he 
was going through the speed trap at 154, 
158, 160, mph. Walters drove a beautiful 
race amd gained back valuable seconds in 
every lap, but he ran out of time and came 
in second best with Eddie Lunken 3rd. A 
sad note to this story: Bill Spear stalled his 
Ferrari on the startling line and was left 
sitting. He managed to re-start, but in his 
eagerness to catch his competitors, he over- 
revved the engine and let the clutch out. It 
was reported that the rear end disinte- 
grated! & 
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The first lap of the second race saw a growling pack of Jaguars overwhelming a Triumph TR-2 (car No. 71) by sheer weight of numbers.

NEW FROM FRANCE 


Syn news that “hooting” must, from now 
on, be virtually dispensed with in Paris 
(except in the greatest of emergencies) 
gets top billing, but a second item of more 
factual interest is that Ford has sold its 
French factory to Simca. 

The Simca firm (Societe Industrielle de 
Mecanique & Carrosserie Automobile) has 
shown steady, progressive growth ever since 
it began the manufacture of Fiat cars in 
Franee, under license agreement. Today’s 
Simca cars show little or no Italian influ- 
ence but nevertheless the firm continues to 
keep in close touch with southern styling 
trends as evinced by this Ghia creation, 
scheduled to be shown at the Paris show on 
October 7th. If this new body is placed in 
production, it presumably will be built by 
Facel-Metallon in Paris who have built lim- 
ited production-run bodies for both Ford 
(the Comete) and Simca previously. Just 
what fate is in store for Ford’s Vedette and 
Comete models remains to be announced. 

Facel also build bodies for Dyna-Panhard, 
a contract involving considerable volume, for 
the little twin cylinder cars continue to be 
very popular in France, in spite of intense 
competition and a price that is more than 
twice that of the cheapest Citroen. 

Tony Lago, the guiding genius behind 
Talbot seems to be having his troubles but 
the plant is still operating. There was talk 
of entering the American market with a 
model to compete with the Jaguar XK-120, 
but it would seem impossible to equal the 
Jaguar’s price without adequate tooling—a 
venture involving a very substantial amount 
of capital. News from Bugatti is meager, 
but rumors of a new team of Grand Prix 
cars designed by Ing. Columbo persist. =

HEN Ford erected the great Dagenham 

x works he may have thought one mod- 
el (the model A) would suffice, but a tax 
rate of one pound Sterling (nearly $5.00) for 
each tax horsepower left little demand for 
the model A. Quickly, a smaller bore (3.062 
in.) version of the model] A was introduced, 
with 15 tax horsepower. 

Even the small bore model A was a very 
large car in England and in 1934 the 8 horse- 
power model was introduced. The Ford “8” 
became one of the most popular cars in Eng- 
land and is today known as the “Popular” 
model. It is the cheapest car on their mar- 
ket, and still has the traditional Ford trans- 
verse leaf springs, wishbones and torque 
tube drive. 
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For the “luxury trade,” a completely re- 
designed “8” is now being imported into 
this country as the Anglia and the Prefect. 
These two cars are essentially the same ex- 
cept for number of doors and certain trim 
details. Technically the new engine is a 
“10° with a rating, under the obsolete meth- 
od, of 10 tax horsepower. Actual brake 
horsepower is 36 at 4400 rpm and, as men- 
tioned last month, the performance is well 
above the mean of similar size and price 
cars made by its competitors. 

Bodies are of unit (frameless) construc- 
tion similar in design to those of the Consul 
and Zephyr. The independent front suspen- 
sion is also similar to that used on the ohv 
powered cars with a lower wishbone and a

unique sliding kingpin in place of an upper 
wishbone. This gives a raised roll center 
which offers a compromise in tread change: 
between the near-zero change of conventional 
double wishbone suspensions and the con- 
siderable tread variation of swinging front 
axles. 

The transmission has 3 forward speeds, an 
open propeller shaft and conventional semi- 
elliptic leaf spring at the rear. Selected 
Ford dealers throughout the USA will sell 
and service the Anglia and Prefect. 

At the other end of the price scale, Rolls 
Royce have recently delivered one of those 
rare Phantom IV models to H.R.H. Princess 
Margaret.

The name of Ken Miles is becoming in- 
creasingly well-known and respected in the 
automotive world. A top-notch driver in 
west-coast sports car events, he was recently 
chosen as Captain George Eyston’s co-driver 
of the MG Special at Bonneville. and dis- 
tinguished himself and car by helping cap- 
ture 19 additional AAA class records. Phen 
not behind the wheel of a car, Miles is 
Service Manager of Gough Industries in Les 
Angeles, distributors of Nuffield products. 
This brief portrait is presented by one of 
his most devoted admirers—his wife. 


RECENT newspaper report described 

Ken as a thin-faced, forty-four year old 
Englishman. Thin and English he undoubt- 
edly is, but as yet is only 35 years old. He 
was born in Sutton Coldfield, England. in 
November, 1918, at the house of his grand- 
father, a tea and coffee importer. 

As a child. Ken's imterests lay chiefly in 
taking his toys apart te see how and why 
they worked, which seems to be a fairly 
common trait in small beys. and in build- 
ing complicated mechanical devices with his 
Meccano set. His early school days are 
veiled in a kindly mist, but there is a fairly 
general understanding that as 2a scholar he 
was a dead loss, and to this day he is very 
frequently unable te decipher his own writ- 
ing; he is, however, am avid reader and can 
carry on the most imvolved discussions on a 
remarkably diverse number of subjects.

This preeceupetion with roof 
climbing led te anether unfortunate episode 
some months later when Ken was exploring 
the roof of his grandparents three-storey 
house and by an error of judgment fell 
over the edge. clear through the glass roof 
of the patio in which his grandmother was 
at the time entertaining 2 knitting party. By 
great good luck the Miles bedy was com- 
paratively unharmed, but the knitting party 
was completely disorganized. 

About eleven years old at this time. Ken's 
interests were heginning te be centered on 
motor bikes and cars, and great was his joy 
when a friend several years older acquired 
a 350 cc. Trials Special Triumph. Many 
happy hours were spent on illicit rides on 
this machine, culminating a couple of years 
later in a sad episode involving a d 
night, a lamp post and a heap of stemes left 
at the roadside by a careless gang of road- 
menders. Injuries to the rider consisted main- 
ly of a broken nose and the loss of three 
teeth. but the motor bike fared rather badly. 
and Ken had a hard time at the hands of the 
irate owner. Next the friend acquired a twin 
cam 1100 cc. Salmson which consistently 
shed its bearings and leaked oil into its wa- 
ter. After a while these habits became rather 
too hard to take, so Ken and his friend fin- 
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wrapped shim brass carefully around the 
erankshaft until the connecting rods fitted, 
amd then advertised the car for sale. An 
appointment was made to meet the prospec- 
tive buyer on top of a hill, and when he 
hove inte sight, Ken quickly poured in some 
water and started up the engine. The man 
drove smartly down the hill with no trouble 
at all. professed himself satisfied, parted 
with his money, and drove away, at which 
time Miles and his friend left in the oppo- 
site direction for a short vacation, leaving no 
forwarding address. They never heard any 
more about the episode.

His parents duly wasted much breath on 
this project, and Ken continued his wooing, 
working intermittently on the building of 
an Austin 7 Special named Nellie. This 
little car had a modified induction and ex- 
haust system and a_higher-than-standard 
compression ratio. On occasions I would go 
along and polish it (1 was young and en- 
thusiastic in those days) and even was en- 
trusted with the sacred task of painting it 
—British racing green, natch! The little 
ear was 2 great success and was finally sold 
wring the War. When last heard of, in 
48_ it was still going strong. 

After he left school, aged sixteen, Ken 
was apprenticed to Wolseley Motors. where 
he slowly worked his way through every 
phase of automobile production from sweep- 
ing the floor upwards. For transport he ran 
a Velocette motor bike which he was forced 
to sell when he lost his driving license for 
a year through speeding. The sentence prob- 
ably would not have been quite so heavy 
had he not made a gesture of derision at 
the pursuing cop, and when this was men- 
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tioned at the court, the presiding magis- 
trate, an elderly spinster, asked the cop to 
state what the gesture in question had been. 
The officer, who was very young and very 
new to the Force, finally made a half-hearted 
and blushing attempt at indication, only to 
be completely annihilated when the Magis- 
trate further probed “I don’t understand. 
Constable. What exactly does this mean?” 


September 1939 found Ken within eight 
weeks of completing his apprenticeship, but 
on the day that war started, he was in camp 
with the Territorial army, and was immedi- 
ately posted to en Anti-Aircraft unit located 
in the chief armament producing area of 
England. Here he saw plenty of excitement, 
but after about a year he was posted to a 
driver training regiment in Blackpool, where 
he struggled to teach unwilling soldiers how 
to drive Army vehicles: his worst head- 
aches were the London taxi drivers, who 
were convinced that nobody could teach 
them anything. The only two high spots of 
his sojourn here were our marriage and the 
time his nose was broken in a terrific tavern 
brawl, by an Ally armed with a broken 
bottle. This time the nose was broken in 
the opposite direction which more-or-less 
evened things up. 

Next came a transfer to the newly formed 
Royal Corps of Electrical and Mechanical 
Engineers, which involved a course in the 
South of England. Emerging from this with 
the highest marks of anyone on the course 
and the rank of Staff Sergeant, Ken was post- 
ed to a tank unit on the East coast. After 
several more postings throughout England 
and Scotland, during which the Miles pro- 
hoscis was broken twice more, Ken joined 
the invasion of Europe on D-day plus two. 
This gave him his first introduction to Amer- 
ican food—crossing a rough sea in a flat- 
bottomed invasion craft, they were proffered 
fat bacon, sweet corn and syrup—for break- 
fast, yet! 

Ken saw service in Normandy, France, 
Holland, Belgium and Germany, working 
on tank reconnaissance and recovery, fre- 
quently a very gruesome job, and his was 
the first British unit to pass through the 
notorious concentration camp at Belsen. 
When the war ended, he was stationed on 
the Baltic coast of Germany where he spent 
his off-duty time organizing motor cycle 
races and sailing yachts—and recalling pre- 
war racing at Domington Park where he had 
spent a lot of time studying the technique 
of the top drivers. 


He was demobbed from the Army in Janu- 
ary 1946 after nearly seven years’ service, 
and bought a Frazer Nash while I wasn’t 
looking. He was so pleased with it that I 
hadn’t the heart to reproach him. This was 
the electron Nash, all light alloy, and after 
Kenneth had inserted a Ford V8 engine it 
went like the proverbial bomb. He ran it 
with some success in hill climbs at Prescott 
and Shelsley Walsh and also in club events 
at the Silverstone circuit, and it was prob- 
ably at this time that he began to be no- 
ticed as a driver. 

He returned to Wolseley Motors where he 
was engaged for some time in toolmaking. 
However there seemed little chance for ad- 
vancement, and when asked to join a friend

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F YOU believe that American technical 
I skill is as good as any in the world, if you 
believe that small sports cars are more fun 
than 5-litre monsters, if you believe that 
sports cars contribute more to passenger car 
development than “racing” cars do, then 
you're with us. You can have the car too— 
if you have the money; for this all-out 
1.5-litre design is one that will cost plenty— 
at least $5000 and perhaps twice that much 
by a professional builder. 

The objective of sports car design No. 15 
was to achieve the smallest possible 1.5-litre 
machine and thereby keep the weight to an 
absolute minimum. The first consideration 
was a suitable choice of engine. It would be 
nice to take a short-stroke Ford Consul 
crank and rods, design a new aluminum 
block, a dohc head, etc. But it would cost 
thousands and take at least two years and 
more thousands to get it running reliably 
and well. What more logical choice then. 
than the well tried and proven Offenhauser 
Midget, as built by Meyer and Drake Engi- 
neering Co.? True, it will have to be de- 
stroked to bring it down to size, and it has 
siamesed cylinders and only 3 main bearings. 
But the details have already been worked- 
out by M & D, including a neat clutch hous- 
ing to enclose the MG flywheel and to mount 


the MG box. The bore and stroke is 3 x 3.20 


inches (1483) cc and something like 100 
bhp at 6500 rpm would be a fair estimate 
of the output on 90 octane gasoline. The 
price of this interesting new development of 
proven design is $3500, including coil igni- 
tion, two SU carburetors, starter, generator. 
and the MG clutch and transmission. This 
package weighs about 400 lbs., the same as 
an all-MG unit.

tial are used in this design. This puts a con- 
siderable mass well aft and allows the en- 
gine to go further forward while still re- 
taining 50/50 weight distribution. The net 
result is that with a little squeezing, it was 
possible to achieve a wheelbase of only 75 
inches and still have adequate leg reom for 
a driver 6 ft tall. The VW-P gearbox is in- 
verted to give a lower drive line and main- 
tain correct rotation. Examination of the side 
view drawing will reveal that the engine cen- 
terline coincides with the top edge of the 
tubular frame rail, inclined at 4°. The 
transmission is inclined at 2°, giving very 
comfortable angles for universal joint oper- 
ation. In the plan view, dotted lines indicate 
how the clutch housing is literally sawed-off 
from the VW-P box. Machine work will be 
required to face-off an area to mount a 
steady-bearing at the forward end of the 
transmission input shaft. New holes must be 
drilled and tapped for oil drain and oil level

plugs. This gearbox, with its closely spaced 
gear ratios (see page 16) is almost ideal 
for our purposes. 

The frame consists of a pair of tubes, 3.5” 
in dia., arranged parallel to each other. The 
rear ends are closed-in to accept a pair of 
2” od tubes on each side. These tubes are 
formed to encircle the axle shafts and go aft 
to support the rear spring shackles and to 
carry the fuel tank, spare tire, etc. At the 
front the rails are again closed-in, this time 
to join with a single pair of 2” tubular ex- 
tensions which go forward to support the 
radiator and body sheet metal. Suitable cross 
members and bracings are indicated in the 
3-view drawings. 

A modified Ford Anglia type front sus- 
pension is shown for variety in this series of 
designs and for its inherent advantages. The 
roll center is indicated, about 4” above the 
ground. The Anglia uses coil springs mount- 
ed on pillars which extend well above the 
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tires. This being rather impractical on a 
frame type chassis, we have shortened the 
pillars so that the necessary supporting 
structure is more feasible and can also act 
as a front cross member. The upper pivots 
are indicated diagrammatically and actually 
consist of double-row Timken bearings mount- 
ed in large flexible rubber bushings. The 
stock lower wishbones attach to a formed 
tube, 2” in dia., just as on the Ford, but 
mounted ahead of, instead of behind, the 
wheel centers. Coil springs could be used 
between the lower arms and the rubber bump 
stops (see front view) but we have shown 
a single transverse leaf spring with its outer 
ends riding on the arms of the anti-roll bar. 
This spring appears only in the side and 
plan views. The engine is a very close fit 
in the space available and the water pump 
must be moved from below to directly on the 
crankshaft centerline. There is no room 
for torsion bars driven off the wishbone axis 
and auxiliary levers would add unnecessary 
weight. 

Rear suspension uses MG semi-elliptic rear 
springs with VW-Porsche swinging axles. 
This form of rear suspension was chosen 
primarily because no other simple type would 
fit into the available space. The springs are 
subjected to twist as the rear wheels rise 
and fall. This is semi-desirable to give roll 


stability, but in order to avoid too much 
undue stress the springs should have rubber 
bushings at all mounting points. The center 
mounting is also rubber bushed using the 
very clever method employed by Chevrolet 
for the past 14 years. Rear shackles are “ten- 
sion-type” to take advantage of the resultant 
variable rate feature. The wheel tread was 
set at 44”, or 59% of the wheelbase only 
because of the desire to get the seats be- 
tween the wheels, (for the shortest possible 
wheelbase). 

The two bucket seats are 17” wide, with 
two inches between them. Thus the cushions 
lap-over the 4” propellor shaft tunnel. The 
seats sit on top the frame rails which gives 
a very comfortable driving position with a 
drop to the floor line of about 10”. Dimen- 
sion from pedal pads to seat back is an am- 
ple 39”. The pedals on each side of the 
frame rail are easy to arrange, since their 
pivot point is below the rail and there is 
a full 6” ground clearance at all points un- 
der this chassis. 


The radiator core measures 13” high by 
17.5” wide, with a thickness of 2.5”. Ducting 
throws the air exhaust upwards, away from 
the engine, an idea from MG EX-179 which 
came too late for Henry Gurr to incorporate 
in the perspective drawing. Cooling efficiency, 
with no fan, should be better than the aver- 


age Midget racing car, but prolonged idling 
periods will produce steam in a hurry. 

Wheels and brakes have not been specified 
but 11” Alfin drums are about the maximum 
size that will fit inside 15” wheels. The ideal 
set-up would be either to design and build 
your own cast aluminum wheels with integral 
drums, or buy the parts from Cooper Cars 
Ltd. Tire size shown is 5.00-15, which should 
be more than adequate for such a small 
machine. 

Body styling is of course a matter of 
choice, but the enveloping body has much 
ta recommend it, especially since such firms 
as Panhard and DB use it so effectively 
despite the weight penalty. The tail fins are 
embodied to insure high speed stability—a 
problem which becomes very serious with 
streamlined bodies where the center of 
pressure moves very far forward of the center 
of gravity. The windscreen shape is taken 
from recent factory cars (Jaguar and Lan- 
cia) since it appears that they have given 
special attention to this and apparently have 
shown worthwhile benefits. 


No accurate weight estimate is possible, 
but something like 1200 Ibs. dry, seems 
reasonable. With driver and 18 gallons of 
fuel, a power to weight ratio of 14.5 lbs/hp 
would make this machine a potent OSCA 
killer. fe

I’ve heard of .050 to .060 oversize on MG’s 
but I would stick to the minimum required. 

There are a few MGs in competition which 
have specially cast blocks, allowing a bore in- 
crease from 66.5 to,.72 mm. (2.618 to 2.835 
inches). You cannot bore a stock XPAG block 
to 72 mm. and boring way-out and sleeving, is 
impractable because it weakens the entire cylin- 
der block structure. 

‘The 1466 cc engines (such as used by Ken 
Miles) have shown remarkable stamina.

Dual Exhausts 


Road & Tracks semi recommendation 
about dual exhaust for the VW may be all 
well and good for California climate but 
those who live in the north will find the 
need of a new muffler come winter. Carbure- 
tor icing becomes an insurmountable prob- 
lem. 

When dual pipes are inserted, pressures 
become equal at both ends of the muffler 
and do not force exhaust gases through the 
heat exchanger to warm the intake mani- 
fold.

I'm glad you said “semi-recommendation”. On 
one particular hill, I found that my VW would 
climb at a steady 38/39 mph. After adding the 
dual exhausts, it reached 39/40 mph—on the 
same day. It would not be difficult to add a 
small butterfly valve on the left-hand exhaust 
outlet, to reduce warm-up time. 


We have a letter from a reader in the mid- 
west who has sawed-off the intake manifold 
heat risers. He reports a definite increase in 
performance with a slightly longer warm-up 
time.

No exponent of rear-engine placement (I 
own both front and rear types), I am in 
agreement with much of Mr. John Bond’s 
article in October R & T, but I would like 
to submit some thoughts in contradiction. 

1) In the absence of R & T test figures, 
I will continue to believe those published 
in a competing publication which disclosed 
an appalling percentage difference in power 
transmission to the axles between the con- 
ventional propellor drive and the VW. 

2) Greater space economy through rear- 
engine placement is a fact (not always taken 
advantage of). Modern bus manufacturers 
found this true. Our VW “bus” (Kombie) 
is identical in wheel-base and bumper to 
bumper distance with our VW sedan.

I assume you are referring to chassis dyna- 
mometer horsepower data. We do not give 
these figures because they are almost meaning- 
less except for tune-up purposes. American car 
horsepower claims can seldom be duplicated even 
with the bare engine and you cannot say that 
a chassis horsepower of 70, for example, means 
a 30% less over a 100 bhp advertised figure. 
As a matter of fact an average 1954 VW shows 
18/19 bhp at the rear wheels, a discrepancy 
(but not a loss) of about 37%. Some recent 
data published by Spicer, on truck transmis- 
sions shows average losses in the indirect gears 
of no more than 2%. Spiral bevel gears may 
absorb a little more power, up to 4%, while 
hypoid gears run 5 to 6%. 

On item 2, you could also seat 11 on a Fiat 
1100 chassis if you raised the floor to the 
same level as the VW Kombie.

There are two 
separate circular air inlets, the one on the 
left feeds the sealed driving compartment 
and exhausts around the clearance adjacent 
to the differential housing. The right hand 
opening feeds the carburetors. The underside 
of the chassis is of course fully enclosed ex- 
cept for necessary apertures for wheels. 


The chassis frame is a very massive struc- 
ture, as can be seen from the cut-away at the 
left, with special bracing around the dash / 
cowl areas. Both front and rear suspensions 
are stock, but the differential uses straight 
bevel gears. Wheels are stock TD steel disks, 
with 5.50-15 Dunlop road racing tires hav- 
ing a tread thickness of about .120 inch for 
duration runs, .040 inch for the Sprint trials. 


Both engines are the well known XPAG 
rocker-arm type, but with 1466 cc (72 x 90 
mm). The sprint engine develops approxi- 
mately 115 bhp at 6400 rpm at sea level, or 
about 97 bhp corrected to the 4200 ft. alti- 
tude at Bonneville. These figures are of 
course unblown and the 11.5 compression 
ratio requires a fuel that is predominantly 
alcohol.

in the production of race cars, the tempta- 
tion was quite irresistible. The race car in 
question was a 500 cc. originally designed 
by Paul Emery with front wheel drive and 
rubber cord suspension. The overall dry 
weight was 475 lbs. Ken loved every minute 
of this work, but it was very exacting, since 
it was necessary for him to spend about 100 
hours a week on the project in order to 
carry out their orders on schedule. After 
several months the long hours and lack of 
sleep took quite a heavy toll of his health, 
and he lost 14 lbs in weight besides getting 
very nervous and run down. Eventually he 
was forced to take a break, and about this 
time was offered a job with Gough Indus- 
tries here in California. We had always 
wanted to visit America so we decided to 
take the gamble and come—a move which 
we have never regretted. 

Ken left England just before Christmas 
1951 and took up his post as Service Mana- 
ger to Gough’s where he soon felt quite at 
home and happy. Soon Ken began entering 
sport car races, running with a stock M.G. 
at first and later with a Mark 2. Before 
long he was working on the production of 
an M.G. Special. The design was entirely 
his own and apart from the engine the car 
was composed solely of stock M.G. and Mor- 
ris components. I shall never forget the 
Special’s first appearance which was at Peb- 
ble Beach 1953. There having been abso- 
lutely no opportunity to test the car pre- 
viously, we had no idea what would happen 
in the race and were prepared for almost 
anything except what did take place. Even 
when Ken swung into the lead, our excite- 
ment was tempered with the thought that 
“there’s many a slip” but when he hung on 
lap after lap, the suspense literally became 
almost unberable as the end of the race ap- 
proached. When it was all over and the race 
was won, we both were wondering the same 
thing—was it a flash in the pan, or would 
the car prove to be a real winner? We 
could hardly wait for the next race. Most 
of you know the little car’s history from 
then on. 

Now Ken is working on a new number 
50, but due to the many demands on his 
very limited spare time, we have no idea 
when it will be making its first appearance. 
When it finally does, we shall undoubtedly 
die another thousand deaths. Let’s hope it 
will be worth it!

ham. There is, of course, a very prominent 
hood bulge to cover the rather bulky rear 
blower. The two superchargers, incidently, 
are very heavily finned and finished in busi- 
ness-like black crackle, drawing their air 
through a two-choke Weber carburetor. 


Only two of these engines have so far 
been built and the second one will power 
the other automobile, a record car for fur- 
ther runs in Belgium. The body on this 
one is again extremely light weight alumi- 
num with a slightly “Goldie Gardner” look 
but still similar to the other double-pontoon 
record job in that the driver sits far to one 
side, with that portion of the body around 
and just in front of the driver a bit higher 
than the flat center section where the engine 
is placed. There is also a rudimentary tail 
fin for stability a la this year’s LeMans 
Jaguars, and the specially strencthened en- 
gine cover which is hinged at the front can 
be raised at the rear very quickly to act as 
an air brake! (Actually a quick-acting hy- 
draulic cylinder opening the trunk lid on a 
Jaguar, Healey, etc., would have the same 
effect and would be very interesting to use 
in racing over here). Senor Ricart assured 
me that Pegaso would enter an increasing 
number of International speed events in the 
future. They would like the prestige of in- 
ternational wins and know what a difference 
it would make in the car’s reputation in 
world markets. 

As for future plans, they are very inter- 
esting. E.N.A.S.A. plans to use the experi- 
ence gained in building this ultra high-per- 
formance, extremely high-priced, limited- 
production sports car to make eventually a 
not-quite-so-high-performance, four-seat, lux- 
ury tourer at a fairly high price and in me- 
dium-quantity production. They visualize a 
car of about a 115-inch wheelbase, 120 
mph top speed, near-competition road hold- 
ing and a seven or eight thousand dollar de- 
livered price to compete with Aston-Martin, 
Lancia, Mercedes, etc. They feel that such 
a car would sell well enough to allow some- 
thing like a 200-per-month production and 
thus make the project economically feasible. 
The exact timetable of this next step in the 
firm’s plans does not appear to be fixed as 
yet. From what I saw and heard I would 
guess that it is still two or three years away. 

In answering my questions as to whether 
the building of this type of automobile 
would eventually replace the sports car pro- 
gram completely, Senor Ricart was quite 
definite. He indicated that they feel the 
sports and competition road car is the ideal 
proving ground for the sort of engineering 
advances that enable a small firm to com- 
pete with the larger producers. He said 
they felt that while their basic engine and 
chassis are far enough ahead of current 
practice to remain unchanged for the pres- 
ent, a good deal of development work is 
planned on specific projects—superchargers, 
fuel injection, etc. This interest in further 
experimentation plus the care with which all 
work is undertaken by the firm should bring 
Pegaso near the top of the automotive world 
in time. It will be most interesting to see 
just what happens, but it is a safe bet that 
well hear much more from the Barcelona

T RECULAR intervals some well-meaning 

but muddleheaded character manages 
to break into print with the plea that sports 
car racing has to be made inexpensive 
enough so the poor boy can participate with 
Jim Kimberley or Briggs Cunningham. This 
is apparently going to happen if each eager 
MG owner is to get $50 or $100 starting 
money. Baloney! 

In the first place if starting money is go- 
ing to be paid it will go NOT to the un- 
known owners of stock MG, Jags, TR-2s, 
etc. but to the few drivers and cars with 
reputations which will bring in the paying 
public. The cost of putting on a road race 
is very high. Adding starting money will 
drive the costs way up beyond the normal 
break-even point, and the only way a race 
committee could hope to meet this extra 
expense would be to make certain that most 
of the countrys name drivers appeared. 
Therefore they would be forced to divide 
up the starting money between the real 
drawing cards and there would probably 
not even be a race for stock sports cars and 
novice drivers. 

Of course it is too bad that racing costs 
money—and is thereby probably keeping 
some potentially good drivers out of the 
sport. But lots of amusements cost so much 
money that many people can’t afford to par- 
ticipate. Racing a motor car seriously is 
expensive. But to “have a bash” at a stock 
MG or Jag race of only a few laps is not 
much more expensive than simply going to 
a race as a spectator. And any driver who 
can’t afford to spend $50 to run in a stock 
event should not even consider racing; for 
every time he competes he risks losing his 
complete investment in his car. There is 
simply no way to make motor racing a par- 
ticipating sport for everyone. 

The owner of a stock sports car has, I am 
positive, the best possible deal right now. 
He can be certain of a 10 or 20 mile event 
for his type of car at almost every major 
race meeting held. His event is definitely 
not the drawing power of the program. He 
is riding along on the spectator interest with 
competitors like Bill Spear, Briggs Cunning- 
ham, Phil Walters, Jack McAfee, Phil Hill, 
Maston Gregory, Ken Miles, Sherwood 
Johnston, etc.; and such competition cars 
as Cunninghams, Ferraris, Maseratis, Kurtis- 
Krafts, etc. Novice drivers in stock sports 
cars do not have enough crowd appéal to 
bring in the expenses of staging a major road 
race, a proven fact. 

To claim that the sport will die out un- 
less new drivers are recruited from the reser- 
voir of stock sports car owners is pure pop- 
pycock. At the recent Torrey Pines Races 
there were over 230 entries and at Santa 
Barbara there were 205, with many last 
minute entries turned away. Three years 
ago we were lucky to get 40 entries for 
similar events! 

The only real danger of our sport dying out 
is the serious lack of suitable circuits. I 
think the idea of all clubs doubling their 
membership fees is fine—lets raise $100,000 
a year that way and jointly build a couple 
of permanent road courses.—ROGER BARLOW

HE Airsyn is a product which has created 
A considerable amount of interest in 
sports car circles because of most peoples’ 
awareness of the fact that synchronization 
of throttle openings on dual or multiple car- 
buretors is a difficult task, even for experts. 
Here is an instrument designed to enable 
novice or journeyman to perform that oper- 
ation quickly and with a high degree of ac- 
curacy. I, for one, am impressed by the 
fact that the manufacturer's sales-and-in- 
struction literature makes no other claims. 
That is quite an accomplishment in this 
day of the “Big Sell”! The Airsyn simply 
makes a difficult job easy . . . nothing else. 


The instrument itself is designed on the 
basic principle of a venturi tube, the static 
pressure in the throat of which is a sensitive 
measure of air velocity. Applying this prin- 
ciple, the Airsyn consists of two balanced 
venturi airflow metering nozzles connected by 
flexible rubber tubing to a “U”-shaped, 
glass-tubing, fluid manometer. On the back 
of each venturi nozzle there is either a tap- 
ered rubber bushing to fit SU carburetors, 
or a rubber adaptor which slips over the air 
horn of other makes. When in use, adjust- 
ment of the throttle stop screws alters the 
throttle butterfly valve position and, conse- 
quently, the air velocity in the carburetor 
throats. The difference in relative velocity 
between any two carburetors is indicated by 
the height of the liquid in either side of 
the “U” shaped glass tube. 


The Airsyn, of course, is a tuning device 
and is not permanently installed. With it, 


one can synchronize the throttle openings 
on duals, or any number of carburetors on 
an engine by matching the carburetors in 
pairs. Briefly stated, here is the way that 
I found to operate the instrument for maxi- 
mum efficiency: 

1. Run engine to normal operating tem- 
perature and note idling rpm. 

2. Remove the air cleaners and air clean- 
er manifold, if installed. 

3. Press and slightly twist Airsyn flow- 
meter bushings into the carburetor air in- 
lets while the engine is operating at idling 
speed (under 1,000 rpm). 

4. Loosen one of the small screw clamps 
on the throttle shaft between carburetors so 
that throttles may be adjusted independently. 

5. Press and turn throttle stop screws 
with a screw driver until liquid level in the 
front manometer tube is one graduation 
above that in the rear tube. Tighten screw 
clamp on throttle shaft. 

6. Move accelerator linkage by hand to 
increase speed 100-200 rpm above idling. 
Liquid levels in the manometer tubes should 
be equal. Remove Airsyn unit. 

One of my observations about the Airsyn 
is that after the operator has become ac- 
complished in the use of the instrument, it 
is also possible to use it with considerable 
effectiveness to obtain the proper mixture 
strength. If the Airsyn is used for this pur- 
pose, it is important to remember that every 
mixture adjustment, no matter how small, 
will slightly affect the air velocity through 
the particular carburetor being adjusted. 
This is because air velocity through the

carburetor throats is a measure of engine 
speed. Therefore, it is wise first to adjust 
the mixture nuts to an approximately equal 
number of turns off the “turned in” posi- 
tion. In most cases, this is 134 to 2 full 
turns out. The throttle plates may then be 
synchronized with the aid of the Airsyn, the 
instrument then removed (so that the nozzle 
restriction in the carburetor throats will not 
upset the mixture strength), and the ad- 
justing nuts individually adjusted to the best 
idle setting. Inasmuch as this will, in most 
cases, somewhat change engine speed and 
air velocities, the Airsyn should again be in- 
stalled and throttle openings adjusted as 
necessary. To achieve an exceedingly fine 
adjustment, this procedure can be repeated 
several times until no further improvement 
is noted. 

In connection with the instructions im- 
mediately foregoing regarding the setting of 
mixture strength, it should be made per- 
fectly clear to our readers that these are 
observations which I personally made during 
my tests and are not included in the manu- 
facturer’s instructions. If the operator is 
competent, these are additional adjustments 
which can be done quite successfully, but I, 
for one, feel that the Airsyn people are wise 
in limiting their claims to throttle-plate syn- 
chronization only. This means that any ama- 
teur, no matter how unskilled, can achieve 
synchronization which, for all practical pur- 
poses, is perfect. However, I do feel that 
the above-mentioned mixture adjustment 
data is important for prospective purchasers 


to know. &

will reach and pass this point not only with 
ease but downright enthusiasm. It gives the 
feeling that it is not an engine made up 
of lots of separate bits and pieces but rather 
of having somehow been formed miraculous- 
ly out of a solid block of metal. There is 
simply no change in the mechanical feel or 
sound (and absolutely no vibration) as the 
pointer on the rev counter sweeps round 
the dial from 5,000 to 6,000, to 6,500 to 
7,000. I know that the 12-cylinder Ferraris 
have much this same willingness to rev, but 
they give one the worrisome feeling of a 
great deal of machinery whirling around at 
high speed. The little 4-cylinder “Giulietta” 
revs so happily that one is convinced it 
will never be strained, and that, therefore, 
one can use these high revs with complete 
freedom. This is not to suggest that it is 
an engine which performs only at high rpm. 
Not at all—this 1290 cc unit will pull away 
from 20 mph in top gear quite as though 
it were about 2 litres in capacity. The 
makers claim only 65 bhp, and for once 
I believe the Italians have made an under- 
statement! Quite likely this engine will re- 
ceive additional attention for competition 
and be made to develop considerably more 
power in the future. 


This remarkably low and compact little 
coupe has an unexpected amount of room 
for both luggage and passengers. Headroom 
and leg rooom are more than adequate for 
a 180-lb 6-footer, but for my taste this car 
should be made as an open seater. There is 
definite indication that the builders are 
seriously considering this and apparently 
planning to make more of an effort to mar- 
ket their product in the USA in the future. 
I think there is little doubt that they would 
find a large number of small car enthusi- 
asts quite happy to pay about $3250 for 
this delightful motor car. Actually this 
figure is only indicative of the bracket into 
which this model would probably fall and is 
not official. This combination of one of 
the greatest names in the world of motoring, 
a racing background, advanced yet simple 
mechanical specification, beauty, comfort 
and performance should put Alfas right 
into the thick of the competition for a fair 
share of the world’s sports car market. Since 
they plan shortly to offer this model as a 
4-seater sedan, it will also compete in the 


more sedate category of a “family” type 
transport! ©
